The 18th February 1900.—The following rules regulating the award and tenure of the 
post-graduate scholarships, established by the Government of Bengal for the encouragement 
of original reseach, are published for general information :— 


POST-GRADUATE SCHOLARSHIPS. 


Rules proposed. 
1. The Government of Bengal has established, until further orcers, three post- 
uate a for the encouragement of original research. The first scholarships will 
awarded in 1900. a 

2. The valuo of each scholarship will be Rs. 100 a month, and the scholarships will 
be tenable for a maximum period of three years. The Government of Bengal, however, 
reserves to itself the right of declaring that a scholar has forfeited his scholarship at any 
time during its tenure without giving previous notice. Failure to carry out any presoribed 
condition or to work to the satisfaction of Government shall be considered sufficient reason 
for forfeiture. 

3. The Government of Bengal reserves to itself the right to fill up only such scholarships 
for which desirable candidates of high and special qualifications can be obtain ed, and who 
appear to be likely to conduct original research with suovess. 

4. Ordinarily two scholarships will be awarded annually to those students who propose 
to carry on original researches in scientific subjects, including such branches as natural and 

hysical science, chemistry, mathematical science, &c., and one scholarship for research in 
Fitorary subjects, including such branches as languages, comparative philology, palwography, 
epigraphy, philosophy, history, archmology, a &e. 

5. Wisctions will be made in February in each year. 

6. Elections will be made in the first instance for one year only, but such scholarships 
will be renewed from year to year up to the limit of three years on the Government of 
Bengal being satisfied that the candidate has thronghout the year vigorously prosecuted 
original research in the subject in which the election is made. 

7. Scholarship-holders are forbidden to undertake any work either paid or unpaid 
except that of original research during their tenure of a scholarship, and they will be required 
to devote their whole time to : 

8. Scholarships may be held in any institution approved of by Government, or original 
work may be carried on under any other circumstances or conditions subject to the previous 
approval of Government. 

9. Each candidate for a scholarship must submit bis application, through the head of 
the institution in which he read last, to the Director of Public Instruction in the month of 
January in each year, and must produce evidence of having passed the M.A. examination 
of the Calcutta University, or of ing obtained some other equivalent or higher degree, 
such as that of Doctor in Medicine, at Ribs in Law, or Doctor in ‘Science, or Master in 
Enginerring of the Caloutta University, within three years previous to his application. He 
must state as definitely as possible the subject or part of a subject in which S intends, if 
elected to a scholarship, to carry on his original investigations. He myst also indicate 
the institution in which he proposes to work, or if no institution is mentioned, the ciroum- 
stances or conditions under which it is intended such work should be carried on should be 
stated. : 

10. In January of each year each scholarship-holder must submit to the Director of 
Public Instruction a full report of the original work which has been done during the pre- 
vious year. Such report may not n y contain any distinct advance or improvements 
in knowledge of any subject, but pr ay clearly show what attempts have beon made by 
the scholar to advance the bounds of knowledge in the subject worked at.*

I].—Capital and Income.—The capital of the Institution stood, as in the 
previous year, at Rs. 10,46,200, and is held in the form of a stock certificate of 
the year 1865 the Comptroller-General. It yields at the rate of 34 per 
cent, per annum, less commission at } per cent. charged by the Comptroller- 
General, an annual net interest of Rs, 36,525-7-4, paid half-yearly, which is 
placed to the credit of the Institution in the Bank of Bengal, 

IIl.—Llection, Vacancies, ete —The annual election was held in the month 
of August as usual, For the thirteen vacancies advertised sixty-nine applica- 
tions were received, but fourteen of the most deserving girls were elected on 
the report of a Sub-Committee consisting of the Ven’ble A, E. Stone (Arch- 
deacon of Calcutta), the Very Rev. Father Lafont, s.J., c..8., the Rev. F. W. 
Warne, B.p., and Geo. Irving, Esq. Of the girls elected, three were placed in 
the Loretto Boarding School, Intally, two in the Loretto Orphanage, Intally, six 
in the Calcutta Girls’ School, two in St. Pauls’ Mission Schocl, and one in 
the Pratt Memorial School. During the year there were fourteen vacancies 
caused by the withdrawal of children by their parents or guardians, of whom 
eleven had attained the age of seventeen years, the limit ordinarily allowed 
under the rules. If, however, a girl, elects to take up teaching as a profession, 
some extension of time is generally allowed, Two such extensions were grant- 
ed during the year. Two girls who were in poor health were, at the request 
of the school authorities, sent to the Dow Hill School at Kurseong for a change. 
Another girl, who had been ailing for some time, was sent to the Eden Sani- 
tarium at Darjeeling, but had to return after a few days, as the climate of 
Darjedling was urisuited to her constitution. There was only one death during 
the year. At the close of the year there were 148 girls on the foundation, 
against 152 in the preceding year. They were distributed as follows :—

A girl is 
not ordinarily allowed to remain in school after she has attained the age of 
seventeen years, when an outfit grant of Rs. 50 is usually given to enable her 
to start in life. The end sought is to fit the girls for a respectable and useful 
station in life, 
The average monthly cost for the education and maintenance of each girl 
on the foundation amounted to Rs, 19-1-0, against Rs. 18-6-8 in the preceding 
ear, The year opened with a balance of Rs, 21,652-4-11, and closed with a 
alance of Rs. 22,398.

‘The following statement 
shows (A) the general subjects at present taught in the first and second classes 
of zilla schools; (B) the subjects which Mr. Slater wishes to teach in the pro- 
posed first and second classes leading up to Sibpur; and (C) the subjects 
which it would be easy to teach as a preparation ‘or practically all the kinds of
